Somebody has drafted a child labor 
bill wMch the state legislature will be 
asked to pass. This bill is said to 
have the indorsement of 
Governor 
Brumbaugh, and if this he true, then 
the governor is not in favor of pro­ 
tecting-the children of Pennsylvania 
from slavery. To the layman the bill 
in question was drawn for the purpose 
of preventing just what the friends 
of children want in the way: of legis­ 
lation, and it looks as if certain pro­ 
visions -in- the measure were placed 
there for the purpose of arousing pub­ 
lic opposition to its passage.
